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NTRODUCTION 


Communicable  disease  morbidity  s  t  at  i  s  t  i  cs  f  or  No  rt  li  Carolina,  1965  are  herein 
presented  as  Part  I  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section. 
Part  II  of  the  annual  report  which  includes  data  on  population,  births,  deaths, 
marriages  and  divorces  will  be  published  later  in  the  year. 

A  discussion  summary  ap pears  on  th i s  and  the  following  page.  Population  data 
and  general  summary  tables  show i ng  the  reported  i nc i dence of  repo rtabl e  commun i cabl e 
diseases  in  1965  by  county,  age,  month  of  onset,  sex,  and  color  comprise  the  body 
of  this  report.   More  detailed  summaries  are  given  for  certain  selected  diseases. 


SOURCE  OF  DATA 

These  data  were  der i ved  f  rom  report  cards  received  from  military  bases,  local 
physicians,  health  departments,  and  hospitals  in  North  Carolina,  and  through 
interstate  reciprocal  notification  of  disease.  All  death  certificates  which  list 
a  reportable  communicable  disease  asacause  of  death  are  checked  against  the  case 
report  files.  Case  reports  are  then  obtained  for  all  previously  unreported  cases. 
Certain  more  detailed  information  than  that  published  in  this  report  is  available 
upon  request. 


REPORT  PER  lOD 

Cases  of  ameb i as i s ,  leprosy,  tuberculosis,  and  venereal  disease  are  tabulated 
according  to  date  received  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

All  other  cases  of  communicable  diseases  are  tabulated  by  date  of  onset. 
Cases  reported  as  having  onset  in  1965  and  received  January  I,  1965  through 
January  31,  1966  and  those  received  in  1965  with  date  of  onset  unknown,  are 
reflected  as  1965  events.  Prior  to  I9H8,  reported  cases  of  these  diseases  were 
compiled  according  to  date  of  report. 


RESIDENCE 

The  cases  included  in  this  report  are  for  residents  of  North  Carolina  and  are 
allocated  to  county  of  residence  of  the  patient. 


RATES 

All  rates  shown  are  per  100,000  population.  Morbidity  rates  for  the  past  16 
years  for  selected  reportable  communicable  diseases  are  presented  in  table  t  to 
show  trends. 


POPULATI  ON 

North  Carolina  population  by  county  and  color,  1965  and  by  color  and  sex, 
1936-1965  are  given  in  tables  I  and  2  respectively. 


Population  data  used  in  this  report  for  1936-1965,  other  than  the  three  census 
years  (I9it0,  1950,  I960)  were  estimated  by  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  I936-I9H9,  and 
by  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section  1951-1965.  The  arithmetic  method,  which 
assumes  the  same  average  annual  numerical  increase  or  decrease  for  the  succeeding 
decade  as  occurred  between  two  known  census  years,  was  used  in  estimating  the 
total  population  since  1950. 


DISCUSSION 

For  the  first  time  since  poliomyelitis  was  made  a  reportable  disease  in  this 
state,  no  cases  occurred  during  a  period  of  twelve  months.  The  number  of  f-ases 
of  other  diseases  for  which  immunizing  agents  are  available  (diptheria,  tetanus, 
and  pertussis)  was  also  low.  The  goal  of  total  eradication  of  such  communicable 
diseases  does  not  seem  unrealistic.  With  the  ava i I ab i 1  i ty of  an  effective  vaccine, 
Rubeola  (measles)  can  be  included  in  this  list  of  "potentially  eradicable  diseases". 
To  realize  such  a  goal,  a  vigorous  and  continuing  program  of  early  immunization 
and  maintenance  of  booster  immunity  will  be  necessary  in  the  coming  years. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  hepatitis  has  continued  its  fall  from  our  most 
recent  peak  of  2,187  cases  in  1961.  Only  378  cases  were  reported  during  1965, 
and  this  includes  43  cases  of  hepatitis  acquired  by  military  personnel  while  in 
other  countries. 

The  vector-borne  d i seases  were  reported  with  some  frequency  in  North  Carolina 
during  the  year.  Although  an  epizootic  of  eastern  equine  encephalitis  occurred  in 
North  Carolina  during  1965,  only  one  human  case  was  verified.  With  tl  cases  in 
1965,  North  Carolina  continued  to  be  a  leading  state  in  number  of  cases  of  Rocky 
Mountain  spotted  fever  reported. 

The  incidence  of  reported  Salmonella  infection  in  North  Carolina  increased 
during  1965,  but  the  bac i I  I ary  dysentery  incidence  dropped  to  a  total  of  145  cases. 
These  diseaseswill  continue  to  be  a  problem  as  long  as  sub-standard  conditions 
of  sanitation  and  poor  foodhandling  practices  continue  in  some  areas. 

A  total  of  1,319  cases  of  tuberculosis  was  reported  in  1965.  Of  these,  |  276 
were  active  (all  forms)  as  compared  to  1,282  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  m,078  cases  of  venereal  disease  reported  in  North  Carolina  in 
1965.  A  total  of  1,138  cases  of  primary  and  secondary  syphilis  were  reported,  70 
cases  less  than  in  1964.  Gonorrhea  and  the  other  venereal  diseases  experienced 
an  i  ncrease  in  1965.
